Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was discussed: Examiner 
informed the Attonery of Record, Leonard Diana, that the case would be allowable if applicant argreed to an examiner 
amendedment of Claim 13, to overcome a 101 Rejection since the claim recites pure software/program which is non- 
statutory. The examiner suggests amending the claim to embody the program on "computer-readable medium", 
examiner verified that the specification does not define a computer readable medium as a "signal", "carrier wave", or 
"transmission medium" which are also deemed non-statutory .
